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Claims 1-11 have been cancelled. Claims 12-31 remain. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 12-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Goates. Goats 
shows a closing means (ball 120) capable of seating against passage 124 or seat in plate 118', 
thus controlling flow in those two passages, as well as affecting flow in passage 132. All 3 
passages are found at least partially in a control plate (seen as the upper plate and middle plate 
joined). Regarding claims 16-17 and 22-23, the recited transverse passage is seen as along the 
top of plate 118' connecting to the second duct. Regarding claim 19 and 25-26, it is not seen how 
"rebound" provides a structural limitation. Regarding claims 18 and 24, the middle plate closes 
the lateral bore, which inside a transmission, would be expected to be made of metal to withstand 
the temperatures. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Riordan (Fig. 3) shows a closure ball controlling flow in lines 38, 40, and 50, in a 
stacked plate housing. Nogle (Figs. 1-5) shows a similar valve with control plate 50 having three 
ports controlled by closure 78. Sierra shows another closure 40 in a plate like housing controlling 
three ports in the plate (Fig. 5).
